Other developments of the past 
24 hours included: 

A British soldier, W. McGowan, 
of the Royal Ulster rifles, was 
killed by a bullet from a Japanese 
naval plane, when he stepped out- 
side the barricade in the British 
defense area of the International 
Settlement to observe Japanese 
planes firing on a party of Brit- 
ish and American horseback rid- 
ers who had gone into the war 
area on a sightseeing tour. 

A number of Americans and 
British in the party narrowly és- 
caped, fleeing to roadside shelters 
as the plane power-dived over 
them, killing at least two horses. 

The Japanese expressed regrets 
for the incident but it was believed 
that Britain would make a formal 
protest and demand compensation. 

Yarnell Protests.

ROM , Oct. 24.—Exclusion of 
the United States from Olympic 
games and dismissal of the Ameri- 
can Amateur Athletic Union from 
the International Amateur Ath- 
letic Federation because of its an- 
ti-Nazi stand are being considered 
by the international body, it was 
learhed tonight. 

Angered by the snub given 
Nazis last summer when barn- 
storming United States track and 
field athletes were ordered to omit 
Germany from their European 
tour, B. O. Ekelund, president of 
the international federation, .ad- 
dressed letters of condemnation to 
Jéremiah T, Mahoney, president of 
the A. A. U., and to the A. A. U. 
as a body. It was understood the 
Italian committee instigated the 
action. 

Mahoney, now candidate for 
mayor of New York city, cam- 
paigned against sending a United 
States team to Germany for the 
1936 Olympics but then President 
Avery Brundage won his fight to 
participate. 

Ekelund’s letter was said to des 
mand retraction of the anti-Nazi 
boycott before December 31. Con- 
sideration oi the A. A.. U.’s dis- 
missal from the I. A. A. F. would 
be included on the agenda of the 
next meeting in London next 
March.

Approximately 85 shipment lots 
of the drug have been traced and 
recalled, McManus said yesterday, 
and agents are still trying to find 
12 persons believed to have taken 
the drug. 

The death racé was begun by 
state and federal agents in Géor- 
gia Friday when it was reported 
Edward Nix, 3, of Lula, had been 
given a prescription containing the 
elixir and could not be found 
when the druggist learned it might 
be poisonous.

The new farm program, part of 
which congress must finance from 
new taxes, may cost one billion 
dollars in its first year. 

Agriculture Department experts 
and others have estimated a prob- 
able cost of $700,000,000 for sur- 
plus crop. control. President 
Roosevelt said in his revised budg- 
et estimate that 1937 cotton loans 
would cost $130,000,000. Some be- 
lieve that proposed corn loans (if 
granted) easily would cost $170,- 
000,000 considering that this year’s 
crop ferecast runs’ 1,000,000,000 
bushels above the 1936 yield and 
that approximately $150,000,000 
was lent on the 1934 corn loan 
program.  ° 
Up to Congress. 

The‘ cotton loans have been 
shouldered by the Treasury, but 
Mr. Roosevelt has made it plain 
congress must find a way to pay 
for the new farm act to be asked 
of the special session convening on 
November 15. If there is to be a 
corn loan program, some believe 
it may have to be a mandatory 
action of congress and probably 
financed from new -sources of 
revenue, 

Administration leaders want 
crop control legislation. At the 
same time President Roosevelt ex- 
presses a desire to balance 
budget in the fiscal year 1939. 

What form new taxes, needed 
to offset the new costs, will take 
is still undetermined.

The .gasoline-carrying vessel 
flashed an SOS last midnight but 
the crew and passengers, mostly 
Chinese, took to lifeboats before 
aid arrived. 

Officers Rescued. 

The British steamer Nanning 
rushed to the scene and picked up 
the master, chief officer, chief and 
second engineers, wireless opera- 
tér, 138 crew members and 42 Chi- 
nese. 

The Nanning continued to search 
for the others. - 

The British warship Thracian 
arrived on the scene and found the 
Kaitangata completely enveloped 
in flames. 

Many. of the crew and passen~- 


gers leaped into the water imme- 
diately after flames swept over 
the ship. 

Carried Gasoline.

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 24.—Lucy 
Cobb has a new, modern white 
dress. 

And clad in it, she and her girls 
of today, will welcome home to- 
morrow the institution’s most il- 
lustrious alumna — Mrs. Caroline 
O’Day, congresswoman-at-large 
from the state of New York. 

For years, Mrs. O’Day has want- 
ed to come back to the old insti- 
tution where as Carrie Love she 
received the background training 
for the job she holds today. She 
is bringing her daughter, Ella, to 
see mother’s alma mater. 

It'll be a different Lucy Cobb 
for Mrs. O’Day. It’s the same 
building, the same grounds, the 
same furniture, the same chapel— 
all the same it has been since Ath- 
enians pooled resources in 1858 to 
open an institute for girls so 
daughters need not leave home to 
get their cultural education. Too, 
thére’s the same Lucy Cobb at- 
mosphere kept alive by the house 
director, Mrs. Cora Garwood. 

Dressed in New Gown. 
“But, when Mrs. O’Day arrives 
1 
tomorrow, she will see 
Lucy Cobb dressed in white and 
not the tannish gray of other 
years. Walking inside, she will 
see old fashioned chairs and fur- 
niture—many of them the same 
she sat on as a school girl—but 
all have been re-covered, painted. 
It looks new, as if it had just been 
purchased for a period designer. 

Retouched to ward off the at- 
tack of time have been the pic- 
tures in the living room, library 
and sitting room. They still hang 
as they always have—Lucy Cobb,

institution was named; her mother, 
Mrs. Marion McHenry Cobb; Miss 
Millie Rutherford, for years the 
moving factor behind the school. 
There are others, all oil paintings, 
some very valuable. 

Lucy Cobb Institute was found- 
ed in 1858 after an article signed 
by “A Mother” appeared in the 
columns of the “Athens Watch- 
man” setting forth the need for 
an institution of higher education 
for girls in Athens. Not know- 
ing the letter was written by his 
sister, General Cobb solicited 
funds for such a school, raised 
$25,000 before it was learned his 
sister wrote the letter. &hen oth- 
er contributions followed. 

Lucy Cobb, in its heyday, drew 
students from the finest families 
of the south. Today, as a dormi- 
tory for girls at the University*%@f 
Georgia, it still maintains the at- 
mosphere of yesteryear and girls 
seemingly desire to live there, par- 
ticularly junior transfers. 

Offered to University. 

The institute ran until 1931 
when the trustees thought they 
could no longer keep it open. They 
offered the use of the «buildings 
to the university and. the offer 
was accepted. But, last spring, 
the lease ran out and the univer- 
sity returned the property to the 
trustees. At the very last min- 
ute before school opened this fall, 
the university and trustees reach- 
ed another agreement, and Lucy 
Cobb is open again. All the im- 
provements were made by the 
university. 

Meeting Mrs. O’Day at the door 
tomorrow will be Miss Jennie 
Smith, her old art teacher, who 
still lives on the grounds. The 
present-day Lucy Cobb girls will 
give the congresswoman a recep- 
tion from 4 to 5 o’clock and a 
banquet will be given in the Ath- 
ens Young Democratic’ Women’s 
Club at 8 o’clock at the Georgian 
hotel. 

Lucy Cobb has on her best bib 
and tucker awaiting the home- 
coming. Her only regret is that 
her pet :oats—plaster of Paris or- 
naments that once stood on each 
end of the long, magnolia tree pro- 
tected porch—are gone, broken by 
overzealous Georgia boys cele- 
brating an’ athletic victory many 
years ago.

“This impassioned apostle with 
that divinely inspired eye encom- 
passes in his vision the ceaseless 
energy of God from the  ultra- 
miscroscopic proton of the atom to 
the universes in the illimitable 
stretches of the starry heavens. 
God energizes all things in eter- 
nal activity. All things are act- 
ing. 

“And all things in restless ac- 
tivity, seemingly diverse, God re- 
solves into a higher harmony. Like 
some” great divine symphony, with 
God the composer and conductor; 
like the overtones and variations 
in the harmony of a theme struck 
from the divine instrument; where 
discord is ruled out of the infinite 
melody; He works for good to 
those who love Him.

COTTON BALE COVERING 

Experiments in the use of cotton fabric for 
cotton bale coverings are being conducted this 
year by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. It is stated that if cotton could be 
substituted for jute in the baling of the entire 
crop it would provide a new use for more than 
100,000 bales annually. 

Dr. Claudius T. Murchison, president of the 
Cotton-Textile Institute, has requested cotton 
mills to co-operate with the tests by making an 
allowance of 7 1-2 pounds additional on every 
bale purchased which is covered with cotton 
bagging. This material weighs 4 1-2 pounds to 
the bale, while jute bagging weighs 12 pounds 
to the bale. Under the present marketing cus- 
tom of paying for gross weight, the use of 
cotton would thus penalize the seller to the

Legislation has been pending in congress for 
years to provide net weight as the basis in raw 
cotton trading and, if the cotton covering 
proves feasible, it is probable enactment of this 
law will be pushed at, the next session, thus 
putting all producers on an equal footing. 

The cotton mills should, and undoubtedly 
will, co-operate along the line suggested by Dr. 
Murchison. The advantages in cotton bale cov- 
ering are manifold, in addition to the effect on 
the market that the absorption of an addi- 
tional 100,000 bales each year would provide. 

Ever since foreign grown cotton entered the 
world market in competition with the American 
product, the method of baling and the use of 
jute covering has worked to the disadvantage 
of American cotton. The bales from this side 
of the Atlantic, by the time they reach the 
receiving docks in Manchester, England; are 
ragged? black rectangles which would shame 
every southern cotton farmer could he see 
them. There is a heavy loss to the purchaser 
because of the filthy, unusuable cotton on the 
outside of each bale. 

Foreign grown cotton, on the other hand, 
as a rule reaches the consumer in clean, tight 
bales, covered entirely by neat bagging which 
minimizes loss and injury by dirt or handling. 
The saving in cotton to the producer which 
would be achieved by complete and neat cover- 
ing of every bale in cotton. bagging would be 
considerable, 

The Department of Agriculture is allocating 
approximately 91,000 yards of cotton bagging 
to experimental stations, prison farms, etc., in 
the cotton growing states. This contemplates 
the baling of some 17,000 bales of this year’s 
crop in cotton. 

Mill buyers are requested to advise the Cot- 
ton-Textile Institute of their willingness to 
make the 7 1-2 pounds per bale allowance, so 
that the names of co-operating mills may be 


made public as early as possible. They are also 


asked to report, after the season is over, their 
experiences regarding the strength and effec- 
tiveness of the new cotton bale covering. 


A LOGICAL RESULT 

The result to date of world-wide threats to 
institute an economic “quarantine” against Ja- 
pan because of her invasion of China is a boom 
in Japanese export trade and a rush by in- 
dustry, and even government departments, to 
stock up on Japanese products which cannot 
be purchased elsewhere. 

There are a number of Japanese products 
which are essential not only to industry, but 
to government activity itself. Silk is the chief 
of these. It is stated that neither the army 
nor the navy can function without a plentiful 
supply of silk. 

Fearing that the powers may carry out their 
threat to establish a trade blockade against 
Japan, it is but natural that there should be a 
flood of orders, from all the world, pouring into 
Tokyo for silk. Those orders, it is stated, come 
not only from private industry, but from the 
armies and navies of the world. They are being 
cabled and wirelessed from London, Paris, Ber- 
lin, Rome, and even from Washington. Friend 
and foe alike are taking steps to guard against 
any interference with exports from Japan. 


Should the powers decide against trade. 


“sanctions” for Japan, this will prove to have 
been alarmist buying, merely. But, in any event, 
the irrevocable law of economics has resulted 
in transforming a threat intended as a warn- 
ing to Tokyo into a distinct advantage, even 
though temporary, for the Flowery Kingdom.

FRANK FOES OF JUSTICE 

Officials rep ting transportation and 
industrial interests in Maine, in planning to 
oppose the petition of the southeast for re- 
moval of railroad freight differentials against 
this territory, frankly admit they will battle 
to prevent freight rate parity for the south on 
shipments to the same markets in the midwest 
and northwest where the products of New Eng- 
land are sold. : . 

Rarely has business in the United States 
witnessed such frank championing of evident 
injustice. Admitting that the present freight 
rate structure is unfair, New England business- 
men yet plan “war chests” and committees to 
work for retention of that injustice. . 

The south asks, in its petition to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, nothing but jus- 
tice. This section wants no unfair advantage 
when it sends its products to market to com- 
pete with the products of New England. It 
merely asks the end of a system which for more 
than half a century has given New England an 
unfair handicap in the business and industrial 
world. 

‘ By opposing this petition, the eastern in- 
dustrialists seek to keep southern business and 
southern labor at a disadvantage. They fear 
competition of the south on any fair basis and 
would continue the enforced tribute of higher 
rates from a section of the nation they would 
keep forever subservient to their own interests. 

The unjust differentials in freights from 
this section, with freights for longer hauls from 
New England, have forced southern labor to ac- 
cept lower wages than those paid in the east 
and have forced southern industry to curtail- 
ment and retardation of development. The sit- 
uation is the essence of injustice and the in- 
dustrialists of New England admit that charge. 
Yet, admitting it, they fight to continue the 
injustice.

NEW U.S. FINANCING FORMULA Enter a New Deal in na- 


tional financing. In the 


future, according to the telescopic observations of some observers, 
America will not have to depend upon the millionaire to supply 
the golden sinews of government. Instead of selling big, long-term 
bonds to plutocrats, the nation will draw its funds from the little 
fellow who buys baby bonds and the contributors, humble and 
otherwise, who pay the social security taxes. .

Strange Story 
Of Secret Wedding. 

PARIS.—Robert Pachmann, a 
Viennese aged 54, has come for- 
ward with the bold assertion that 
he is a legitimate son of the mur- 
dered Crown Prince Rudolf and 
grandson of the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, of Austria. He demands 
“recognition as head of the House 
of Hapsburg.” . 

In January, 1880, he: declares, 
the Crown Prince Rudolf con- 
cluded a secret marriage with 
Princess Marie Antoinette, of Tus- 
cany. The secrecy was due to the 
coolness between the Emperor and 
his son and to the monarch’s aver- 


sion to the Bourbon family with. 


which the Princess was related. 

Suffering from tuberculosis, she 
had to live permanently in the 
south of France. At Cannes, in 
February, 1883, she gave birth to 
a son. The supposed marriage was 
still unrecognized and the Crown 
Prince Rudolph had in the mean- 
time been obliged to marry Prin- 
cess Stephanie, of Belgium. The 
birth of the child to Princess Marie 
Antoinette was therefore kept 
secret and the boy was taken 
away from his mother and brought 
to Vienna. He was accompanied by 
an old friend of the Princess, 
Count Alberti d’Enno, who; until 
he died, acted as guardian of “the 
Crown Prince’s son.” 

In March, 1883, continues Herr 
Pachmann’s story, a wealthy wom- 
an named Maria Pachmann gave 
birth to a child which died four 
days later and the young prince 
took its place in the family, 
abandoning the name Karl Rudolf 
and assuming that of Robert, the 
name of the dead child. Next 
month Princess Marie Antoinette 
died at Cannes. Count Alberti 
moved into the Pachmann house,

Pachmann next describes his 
meeting with his “father.” At the 
age of eight he was taken to 
Schoenbrunn Palace by an Im- 
perial footman. There he met “a 
magnificent looking man in a 
splendid uniform” who kissed him.

14 years later did Count Alberti 
d’Enno inform him of the meaning 
of the Schoenbrunn interview, but 
failed to reveal the identity of the 
youth’s mother. The young man 
was left for years with the feeling 
that he was an illegitimate child. 

In 1906 Count Alberti died, 
leaving a document which Pach- 
mann for years disregarded. In it 
he is alleged to have stated that he 
had two audiences with the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, whom he 
informed of the “secret marriage 
and the existence of a child.” The

Fliers ‘Bomb’ Fast Craft 
With Flour Sacks; Naval 
Experts Watch. 


SOMEWHERE IN LONG IS- 
LAND SOUND, N. Y., Oct. 24.—

tors played a new game today— 
bombing fast motor boats with 
flour sacks—and “sank” five in 
an afternoon that was quite as 
perilous as it was fun.

Work of Tuberculosis Association and Several Other 


Groups Protects and Preserves Well Being of Hun- 
| dreds in Need and Dire Want.

Sick, 
jthat’s what you are. You go to 
see the doctor, don’t you? If he

No one wants to be-sick, no one 
wants a disease.

The veil has been lifted from 
Vanderbilt’s “mystery” play which 
Saturday ended Louisiana State 
University’s three-year unbroken 
winning streak in Southeastern 
conference football. % 

It is simply a variation of the 
end around. It is a tackle-around 
play that differs slightly from an 
old play that was a favorite with 
some high school and college 


It has to differ slightly because 
of the rule that if the knee of a 
player in possession of the ball 
touches the ground, the ball is 
dead. : 

The play is very simple but 
necessarily must have perfect de- 
— which Vandy, of course, 

ad. 

Here is what happened to ca 
such confusion among axiione 
spectators and the 11 Old Lou 
players who may not yet know 
exactly what transpired: 

- ALMOST RUINED. 
_ Vandy lined up to the strong 
side. Greer Ricketson, left tackle, 
exchanged places with Dutch Mc- 
Elreath, left end. The play was al- 
most ruined by Baby Ray, who 
lined up wrong and had to shift 
over to the other side of the line. 

Dutch Reinschmidt, who had 
just run a decoy play, a wide left- 
end run on which he gained no 
ground, acted as quarterback on 
what amounts to baseball’s old 
hidden ball trick. 

Reinschmidt crouched and took 
the ball out of the center’s hands. 
As he did, Ed Merlin, truck-like 
Vandy guard, half turned as if to 
pull out of the line and went to. 
one knee. Reinschmidt placed the 
ball on the ground just back of 
him, turned with arms folded and 
followed the other three Vandy 
backs who were running abreast 
to the left as if on a wide end 


sweep. 2 
WHEELS OUT. 

As Reinschmidt followed, appar- 
ently with the ball in his - 
sion, Ricketson wheeled out of his 
temporary position at left end and 
crossed behind Merlin, picking up 
= ball off the ground as he ran 

w. 

And when Ricketson sped 
around the wea\ side end, the 
field was absolutely clear ahead. 
The Vandy secondary and lines- 
_ had followed the faking tan- 

em. 

Had one Old Lou back remained 
in position, that would have been’ 
all right, too, for four Vandy play- 
ers swung over to act as his in- 
terference as soon as Ricketson 
broke past right end. 

It developed he didn’t need any 
interference because of the com- 
plete manner in which the L. §S. 
U. players were sucked in. 

The old play of this nature had 
the quarterback take the ball from 
center and , place it under the 
bended knee of a guard, who 
would drop to the other knee and 
hold his position. Then the tackle 
would swing around and take the 


}ball from his knee. 


BALL ON GROUND. 
Under present rules, however, 
that business of the guard putting 
a knee to the ground would dead 
the ball. So Vandy simply placed 
the ball on the ground back of big 
Merlin, who hovered over it much 
as a setting hen. 

The tackle chosen for the play 
necessarily must have a bit of 
“swift,” as they say. And Rick- 
etson was ideal, He is no slow 
tackle by any means. 

Vandy had worked the ball to 
midfield. And, as mentioned, 
there had been a decoy play just 
before it. Reinschmidt purposely 
lost ground on a wide left end 
sweep. . 

It was no trick for Ricketson 
to run that 50 yards for the wreck- 
ing play of the game. This hap- 
pened less than five minutes after 
the opening kickoff and L. S. U. 
stayed on the defensive until a 
minute and 40 seconds of play 
remained.

Dates for filing applications in 
the big public deer hunt to be held 
in the Pisgah National Forest, near 
Brevard, N. C., have been extend- 
ed to Thursday, October 28, ac- 
cording to announcement made by 
Joseph C. Kircher, regional for- 
ester of the United States Forest 
Service. This extension of dates 
will be welcome news. to Atlanta 
sportsmen. who have been -bom- 
barding local offices of the forest 
service, making last minute re- 
quests for application blanks for 
the hunt. 

One may well realize that this 
year’s hunt will be the most spec- 
tacular game hunt ever held in 
this section, if not the world. 
Two thousand five: hundred hunt- 
ers will be permitted to pit their 
skill against wary bucks and fleet- 
footed does during this event. In 
order to assure safety for the 
hunters and give each participant 
a fair opportunity to bag game, 
the hunt will be carried over a 
40-day period with a new group 
of hunters arriving every three 
days. Each hunting period will 
find a shift made in hunting ter- 
ritory until the entire 30,000-acre 
tract of forest land has been cov- 
ered. 

The hunt, which is expected to 
reduce the large herd of 8,000 
deer by at least 1,000 head, is the 
result of an exhaustive investiga- 
tion by game experts of the Unit- 
ed States Forest Service and the 
North Carolina Departnient of 
Conservation. Results of this in- 


‘vestigation reveal that a definite 


shortage of food due to overgraz- 
ing and browsing by the large 
herd presents an immediate haz- 
ard.

The “elixir” alone has brought 
reported deaths. One ounce of it 
killed a Baby, said Dr. Paul Nich- 
olas Leech, of the council of phar- 
macy and chemistry of the M. 
A. There are 16 ounces in each 
pint. How many adults a pint 
can kill is unknown, An adult 
who took six ounces recovered. 
Danger lies in the fact that large 
dosages are customary with sulf- 
anilamide preparations. 

The medicine stops the kidneys. 
At. Medical Association headquar- 
ters its effects were said to be 
like those of bichloride of. mer- 
cury. No antidote is known yet. 
The “elixir” is made of sulphan- 
ilamide and diethylene glycol, a 
near relative of: auto-freeze fluid. 
The diethylene glycol is blamed 
for the lethal effects, although not 
itself classed as a poison,

average, 


the tests, with the exception of the 
visual tests, than do men.” 

“And since the back-seat driv- 
er’s advice is based on his or her 
own reaction in a traffic situation, 
it follows that, “a husband’s advice 
is more apt to be from the angle 
of skill, whereas a wife’s is from 
the angle of safety.” 

From the findings of the bureau, 
physical condition seems to be the 
deciding factor in the burning 
question as to whether men or 
women are the more skilled driv- 
ers. A failure to participate in ath- 
letics is responsible, apparently for 
the difference in physical condi- 
tion. Not only do women have 
less opportunity for development 
through sports, but “girls cease to 
be tomboys and settle down to a 
more placid ‘lady like’ iedstemee 
about the age their bodily co-or- 
dination should reach its peak,’ 
Professor DeSilva points out. 

* Although high school girls are 
as apt driving pupils as boys, it 
was found increasingly difficult 
to teach women—as compared 
with men—to drive as they grow 
older. “The reason is,” says Pro- 
fessor DeSilva, “that a consider- 
able portion of the male popula- 
tion continues to keep in good 
athletic condition in the 20th, 30th 
and 40th years. Women) as a re- 
sult of confinement to housework, 
lack this general co-ordination.” 


If you learned to drive in your 
‘teens, the chances are that you 
are a good driver, for the report 
showed that skill acquired then is 
never lost. But Professor DeSilva 
does not intend to discourage the 
older woman from learning to 
drive. He gives some valuable sug- 
gestions which will help her to be- 
come as good a driver as any of 
her men folk, and the first one is 
that you take your driving from 
some person other than your hus- 
band or brother. “A husband,” 
Professor DeSilva declares, “makes 
the world’s worst instructor for his 
wife.”

THE ATAVIST. 
After all there is no strain of 
human stock that can claim to be 


thoroughbred. It is merely a ques- 
tion of this or that individual or 
family having the less foreign 
blood or being the closer inbred. 

In animal husbandry inbreeding 
to produce the purest thorough- 
bred stock tends to decrease vigor 
and fertility. Everyone who has 
ever kept dogs, cats, knows that 
the animal of fine pedigree lacks 
the vitality of the common mongrel 
and comes off second best in any 
encounter with the mongrel, save 
‘only in a show. The mongrel, 
having to shift for himself without 
the pampering care the pedigreed 
animal gets, has necessarily ac- 
quired what it takes to survive. 
Moreover, it is generally agreed 
that the mongrel can pass along 
to his or Kher offspring some of the 
hardy characters or qualities ac- 
quired, though precisely how this 
transmission of acquired traits or 
characters is to be explained is a 
matter for specuclation. Likewise 
the pedigreed dog can transmit 
acquired weaknesses or defects to 
his or her progeny. 

Remember what happened when 
the black guinea-pig was crossed 
with the white guinea-pig?

The District of Columbia seems to have recognized its responsi- 
bilities in regards to free school lunches for its needy children and 
the members of the Citizens’ Emergency Committee now have on 
hand enough money to cover their expenses for the next two months. 

I think this activity, which will have to be a continuous one in 
order to supply necessary funds throughout the school year, is prob- 
ably very excellent for the civic consciousness of the older people 


in the district. 


I hope many people will have an opportunity to 


see these lunches served, for it brings home very forcibly the value 
of this particular piece of work. Every community should make a 
survey to find out whether its school children are in need of free 


lunches.

Cotton Picker Will Displace 
500,000 Laborers, Re- 


port Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(4 
Harry L. Hopkins, WPA adminis 
trator, made public a report to- 
day forecasting new labor prob- 
lems for the south as a result of 
mechanical cotton pickers. 

Within five or 10 years, the re- 
port said, the machines could dis- 
place “upwards of one-half mil- 
lion” cotton pickers. 

“Since agricultural labor is e€x- 
cluded from the benefits of state 
unemployment insurance laws,” it 
added, “any displacement of cot- 
ton farm tenants and sharehold- 
ers that may result from the 
mechanization of cotton picking 
will be of immediate concern to 
agencies dealing with problems of 
economic security and relief.” 

The report was based on recent 
improvements in mechanical cot- 
ton pickers which in demonstra- 
tions have speeded up harvest op- 
erations and reduced labor costs.
